PLATFORM NEBRASKA BUILDS FOR — 
BRYAN AND THE COMING CAMPAIGN 


Lincoln, Neb., March 19.—The committee on resolutions appointed by the 
chairmar!® f the democratic state convention presented the following report, 
which was adopted amid great enthusiasm: 

‘“We, the democrats of Nebraska, in convention assembled, do 
hereby reaffirm and indorse, in whole and in part, in letter and in 
spirit, the platform adopted by the democratic national convention 
held in Chicago in 1896. 


“We favor amendments to the faderal constitution specially authorizing an 
income tax and providing for the election of United States senators by a direct 
vote of the people. 

“We oppose government by injunction and the blacklist, and favor arbitra- 
tion as a means of settling disputes between corporations and their employees. 

“We observe with approval the support given by democrats throughout the 
country to the movement looking toward the municipal Ownership of mu- 
nicipal franchises. 

“We favor the principle of the initiative and referendum wherever it can be 
applied. 

‘We are in favor of liberal pensions fo deserving soldiers and to their 
dependents: we believe that names upon the pension rolls should not be arbi- 
tarily dropped, and we believe, as stated in the last national platform, that the 
fact of enlistment and service should deemed conclusive evidence against 
disease and disability before enlistment. 7 
‘(We are in favor of the immediate construction and fortification 


of the Nicaraguan canal by the United States. 

“We condemn the Dingley tariff law as a trust-breeding and extortion-in- 
viting measure, skillfully devised for the purpose of giving to a few favored 
that which they do not deserve and of placing upon the people many bur- 
dens which they should not bear. 

“We welcome the opportunity offered this year to take the federal govern- 
ment out of the hands of the republican party, which has abandoned Amert- 
can ideas and American ideals. and at the command of corporate wealth has 
plotted against the financial independence of the individual, and now ccntem- 
plates the nullification of the declaration of American independence. 

“We pledge ourselves to wage an unceasing warfare against all the 
trusts—the money trusts, the industrial trust and the international 


land-grabbing trust. 

“Instead of a system which would chain our nation to the. gold standard 
and compel it to participate in all the Cisturbances which come to European na- 
tions. we demand an American financ.al svstem, made by the American pe5- 
ple for themselves, to be secured by the immediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at the present legal ratio of 16 to Il, 
without waiting for the aid or consent of any other nation. 

“The republican administration nas admitted the ~old standard to be unsat- 
isfactorv by appointing a commission to solicit foreign aid in restoring the 
double standard, and a republican congress, even while trying to make the 
gold standard permanent, has confessed judgment against the standard by 
attempting to revive the delusive hope of international bimetallism. 

“Instead of the system favored by the republican party, under which na- 
tional banks are to be permitted to issue and control the volume of paper 
money for their own profit, we :eiterate our demand for the financial sys- 
tem which recognizes the government’s sovereign right to issue all money, 
whether coin or paper, and we demiund the retention of the greenbacks as they 
now exist and the retirement of national bank notes as rapidly as grecn- 
backs can be substituted for them. 

‘‘We believe that private monopolies are indefensible and intolera- 
ble, and we condemn the national] administration for its failure to en- 


force the present law against the trusts or to recommend a more ef- 


fective law. 

“We favor a state constitution which will prohibit the organization of a 
monopoly within the state and also prevent a monopoly organized elsewhere 
from doing business within the state; but we further believe that congress 
should supplement the efforts of the state by legislation “wWiich will require 
every corporation, before engaging in interstate commerce, to show that it has 
no water is its stock, and that it has neither attempted in the past, nor is at- 
tempting, to monopolize any branch of business or the production of any ar- 
ticle of merchandise. 

‘‘In its platform of 1860 the republican party declared that the maintenance 
of the principles promulgated in the declaration of independence and embodied 
federal constitution, ‘That all men are created equal; that they are en- 
dowed with inalienable rights; that governments are instituted to secure their 
rights; and that governments derive their just powers from the consent of the 
governed,’ is essential to the preservation of our republican institutions, but 
the republican party, under its present leadership, is endangering the preser- 
vation of republican institutions bv placing the dollar above the man in the 
construction of government, and of violating the principles that it once de- 
clared to be essential. 

‘‘We condemn the Porto Rico tariff bill recently passed by a re- 
publican house of representatives, as a bold and open violation of the 


nation’s organic law, and a flagrant breach of good faith. 

“We assert that the constitution follows the flag and denounce the doctrine 
that an executive or a congress, created limited by the constitltion, can 
exercise lawful authority beyond that constitution, or in violation of it. Be- 
lieving that a nation cannot long endure. half republic and half empire, we 
oppose wars of conquest and colonial possessions. 

“The Filipinos cannot be citizens without endangering our civilization; they 
cannot .be subjects without endangering our form of government, and as we 
are not willing to surrender our civilization or to convert a republic an 
empire, we favor an immediate declaration of the nation’s purpose to give to 
the Filipinos, first,.a stable form of government; second, independence, and 
third, protection from outside interference, as it has for a century 
given protection to the republics of Central America. 

“We favor the expansion of trade by every legitimate and peaceful means, 
but we. are opposed to purchasing trade at the cannon’s mouth with human 
blood; neither do we believe that trade secured and held by force is worth 
the price that must be paid for it. We are in favor of extending nation's 
influence, but we believe that that influence should extended, not by force 
and violence, but through the persuasive power of a high and honorable ex- 
ample. 

‘We oppose militarism. It imposes upon the people an unneces- 
sary burden and is a constant menace. A small standing army and 
a well-equipped state militia are sufficient in time of peace; in time 
of war the citizen soldier should be a republic’s defense. 

“We believe with Jefferson, in peace, commerce and honest friendship with 
all nations, and entangling alliances with none, and we regard with apprehen- 
sion the doctrine advocated in some quarters that this its

With Only One Dissenting Vote, Councit Yesterday Afternoon 
Decided To Abolish It 


LIVELY DEBATE OCCURRED 


Roast Police Commission, 


SOME INTERESTING TALKS MADE 


The Resolution Adopted Yesterday 
Makes It Unlawful for the 
Commissioners To Require 
a Policeman To Serve 
on Reserve, 


The present system of maintaining the 
police reserve will soon be only an unhap- 
py memory of the past in police circles. 

Council yesterday afternoon, with only 
one dissenting vote, abolished the reserve 
and declared it to be unlawful in the fu- 
ture for the board of police commission- 
ers to require a member of the force to 
do extra dutv as a member of the re- 
serve after he had been relieved from his 
beat 

This is all the more interesting as it over- 
rides the authority of the board of police 
commissioners, that body having refused 
fora number of years to even discuss the 
matter of abolishing the police reserve. 
It is also interesting because of the fact 
that the members of the

The two resolutions were introduced 
the last meeting of council. abol- 
ishing the weserve wus irttroduced by 
Alderman Mayson, mayor pro tem., and 
the second one, providing for a permanent 
reserve and providing means for its main- 
tenance, came from Councilman Barrett. 

Both resolutions were ‘referred to the 
police committee The resolution 
duced by Alderman Mayson was reported 
upon favorably 
Councilman Barrett was held up for two 
weeks. The discussion vesterday occurred 
on the resolution of Alderman Mayson. 

It was not until after council! had heard 
considerable oratory that the previous 
question was called for. From what was 
said during the debate, it became evi- 
dent that the members of the police ferce 
had greatly impressed the city fathers

They 
serve, I believe, additional hours as mem- 
bers of the reserve only about once 4 
week. The policemen serve as a matter 
of fact less hours than any other of the 
city’s employees. It is true their work is 
hard and it requires faithfulness and vigi- 
lance on their part, and this they give 
the city. I am not making a fight on the 
police department, but I do not think it 
is a hardship to have them serve once a 
week. and therefore I favor leaving the 
matter to the board of police commission- 
ers,”’ 

Councilman Barrett Replies. 

Councilman Barrett replied to Council- 
man Pope: 

‘“T cannot agree with Mr. Pope,’’ he 
said, “in the position he has taken. If 
he lived exactly where he does now and 
a member of the police force, he 
would find that he would work more than 
These men have to leave 
about an hour before they 
and then it takes them 
get back to their homes, 
really on duty consider- 
able more than eight hours.

Senator Kyle read statistics from the 
agricultural department showing that ce- 
real crops were decreasing all through 
the south except in Georgia. In this state 
the statistics showed that more cereals 
were berfng raised. Senator Kyle asked: 

“Would not diversified crops benefit the 
south?’ 

Colonel Redding said: 

‘There is no doubt about it. 
agrees on that proposition. 

“‘More diversified crops are not raised 
because of a difficulty in marketing. I 
would not raise a crop of wheat, for in- 
stance, unless I had made some ar- 
rangement before hand to sell it. 

“There is a strong general need of co- 
operation among the farmers and educa- 
tion on these matters.

Farm Conditions Explained. 


He said that 80 per cent of the farmers 
were non-land owners, It has been his 


experience that cotton cost the farmer 
| 842 cents per pound delivered at the depot 


when he raised three bales to the acre, 
and about 6% cents per pound when he 
raised a bale on an acre and a half of 
land. 

Most of the farmers in Georgia have 
lost their homes because of the low price 
that cotton has been bringing. He at- 
tributed the low price to lack of money. 
Too much cotton has never been raised: 
too much could not be raised. Smal] crop 
and no surplus anywhere caused the high 
price of cotton this year. He said that 
he thought cotton would have brought as 
good a price if the crop had been larger. 

“There are very few responsible ne- 
groes,’’ he said, ‘“‘who buy their own farms 
and cultivate them. - They prefer the 
tenant system, because they have less 
responsibility under that system.” 

Hle spoke of the general disposition 
of both white and colored farm laborers 
to flock to the towns and leave the coun- 
try. They get better wages in town, but 
the hours of work are about the same. 
He said that farming was not consid- 
ered a very desirable occupation, 

Only about 20 per cent of the farmers 
in Georgia, he said, owned their own 
farms. 

Colonel Peek said that in his opinion 
the government was responsible for the 
“‘bearing”’ of cotton while it was in the 
hands of the farmer, and the rise in price 
that always followed when it got into 
the hands of brokers. He believed that 
the Hatch bill, introduced in congress 
some time ago, prohibiting the buying and 
selling of futures, should have been 
passed.
